MEXIGAN GITY WIPED OUT 
Over One Hundred Inhabitants of Chilapa, 
Lose Their Lives By Earthquake. 


A despatch from Cily of Mexieo says: 
Chilupa. a town in the State of Guerrero, 
Was pructvally wiped off the earth on 
Thursday night by an earthquake and 
fire which falluwed, How many of the 
15.4 souls who live in the place lost 
their lives is mot delinitely known us 
vel. bul the loss of life is estimated at 
between 100 and 200.

herself is quite capable of taking care 
of this matter, unless she is stupidly 
balked by the child's other and less able 
guardians. Any one who doubis this 
statement has never had the privilege 
of watching a tiny but healthy baby 

crow and kick when ils restrictin 
clothes are removed. This habit should 
be fostered by parents, as the baby will 
never overdo it. 

It is not necessary to hang over ‘t 
all the time, as so many parents de, 
talking and laughing and overstimulat- 
ing the tiny brain eat the same time. 
A few minutes of this each day will 
do no harm, but then self-control should 
be exercised, and the child left to its 
own devices. 

It should be laid down on a soft rug 
er mattress, in the winter near the open 
fire, in the summer near an open, 6un- 
ny window, with its clothing removed, 
and allowed to kick and wave and ges- 
ticulate and indulge in its funny mono- 
logue as long as it will, Nature, as 
we said before, is then its nurse, and 
a wise one. 

Its hungs and muscles are all getting 
their proper exercise, its skin is being 
healthily ventilated, the hardening pro- 
cess is being softly done as it should 
be, and the baby is gay and happy 
without stimulation and excitement— 
also as it should be. 

As to the exercise part of the pro- 
ceeding, the lookeron might almost 
think that the baby had made an’ ex- 
haustive study of some excellent sys- 
tem of muscle development, so vigor- 
ous are its movements and so suited to 
their design. 

When the time comes for the child 
to “find its legs,” as the old nurses 
Say, it is quite unnecessary to aid it in 
the search. Its legs are in place, and 
havé had plenty of good, free exercise; 
nd when they are strong enough to 
Support the little body, the baby will 
pull itself up by a chair or other piece 
of furniture, turn with that irresistible 
air of mingled conceit and rapture to 
see if some one is looking at it, gurgle 
its satisfaction with this new state of 
things, and the deed is done.

HEADACHE FROM EYESTRAIN. 


Basing himself on his records of 
nearly 1,300 eye examinations, Dr. S., 
W. S. Toms claims that 90 per cent. of 
ali those suffering from reflex or neu- 
ralgic headache have ocular defects. 

Over 600 Of the patients examined 
were altogether unaware of the defect. 
Fully half the cases were of only slight 
refractive errors or muscular unbal- 
ance, and it is in these cases in which 
ciliary spasm is the direct factor in 
causing headache in persons whose oc- 
cupation calis for near vision that ac- 
commodative asthenopia results. 

There is no apparent relation between 
the severity of the headache and the 
degree of the ocular defect, and nothing 
especially characteristic, except perhaps 
the patient's non-suspicion of the cause. 
Sickness or health impairment may be 
the first inciting factor in some patient 
with considerable ocular defects which 
gave no trouble before.

ment or concreté, If this is carried out 
the Government will be glad to con- 
tribute one-third of the cost, Mr, 
Campbell laid stress on the fact that 
the County Councils should strive {o 
familiarize themselves with the financial 
Conditions of the county and the ex- 
pensées in connection with repairing the 
toads, In making small repairs in the 
roads he pointed out thet the expendi- 
ture amounted to practically as much 
es if more substantial roads were built. 
In the last ten years the municipalities 
had contributed about $10,000,000 cash 
in the improving of their roads. He 
sald thet this money, if properly hand- 
led, would be sufficient to construct 
roadways that would last for at least 
a period of ten years. He believed that 
if the County Councils would take over 





this work and svail themselves of the 

provisions of the act the Township 
Councils would be ready to offer their 
assistance in the work of making good 
roads. 

“It is surprising,” continue ‘7. 
Campbell, “how cdéntagious this thing 
is affer the work of improving a road 
has commenced. It is not wise, how- 
ever, to attempt to do too much, it be 
ing much wiser to adopt the policy of 
do a liltle and do it well. This tends 
kc jconvert the people to advocale an 
extension of the good roads system in 
municipalities where it does not ex- 
ist It is not the long mileage that 
counts, but the sample of the good work 
done that impresses the people who 
will ultimately conclude that a stand- 
urd road shall be a policy in all dis- 
tricts.

CAN GROW BEST TOBACCO 





Canadian Cigars Shown to Agricultura! 
Committee 





A despatch from Oltawa says: “Can- 
ada can produce a Cigar equal to the 
best,” was the opinion expressed by 
Mr. F. X. Charlan, Dominion tobacco 
expert, in giving evidence on Wednes- 
day tefare the Committee on Agricul- 
ture regarding the tobacco-growiny pos- 
sibilities of the country. Some of the 
varietes of tobacco at present grown 
in Cunada were, he admitted, very in- 
ferior, but others had proved highly 
successful both in Quebec and Ontario. 
Out of 10,000,000 pounds of tobacco 
grown in Canada, probably 1,000,990 
poumls were of an inferier quality. 
Quebec and Ontamo grew tobacco in 
about equal proportions and about 
three-quarters of the total quantity 
grown was manufactured. He was in 


favor of legislation which vwowd en- 
ecumge the farmers to grow tobacco. 
What was particularly nmeeded was 
propar packing houses and the estab- 
ishment of these would lead to good 
results. Mr. Charlan produced samples 
cf Canadian tobacet for cigar binding 
which, he deélared, was equal to any- 
thing grown in Wésconsin, 

Mr. Duncan Toss, M. P., submitted 
samples cf Canadian cigars whith he 
suid were equal in qual.ty to Havanas. 

Mr. Wigle. a large tobacco grower at 
Kingsville, also gave evidence. Essex 
and Kent, he sald, were well suited for 
tobacco growing purpeses and with 
seme encouragement from the Govern- 
ment, egpecially in the direction of pack- 
ing houses, his district could grow 
twenty-five to thirty million pounds.

Statesmantike Proposition. . 

Tbere remains over from the odd 
numbered sections set apart for rail- 
way lands about 30,000,000 acres, 
which are available for immediate 
settlement. 

Mr. Sifton expressed the opinion that 
27,000,000 acres of these lands be 
thrown open for immediate settlement 
hy homesteaders, avd that the balance 
3,000,000 acres, be reserved for a later 
day, when they would be worth $10 to 
$12 an acre, forming a fund of $380,- 
000,000, which would be sufficient to 
build the Hudson Bay Railway. This 
sum would build therailway 500 milez, 


|\the wharfs, elevators and everything 


connected with them, besides lighting 
and buoying Hudson Bay, surveying 
the channel, and kindred expenses, and 

the whole enterprise would not cost the 
people of Canada a cent. 

An additional advantage, would be 
that incident to the building of the 
Hudson Bay Railway 100,000,0000 
acres of land, north of the surveyed 
land in Alberta and Saskatchewan 
would become eligible for settlement, 
and available for such purpose, because 
it would be brought into communica- 
tion with the rest of the world, and 
acquire a value without expense to the 
people of the country. 


All Red Route. 

Mr. Sifton said thatthe All-Red 
route had its origin in the following 
resolution passed as tbe last colonial 
conference in London. 


Resolution. 
“That in the opinion of this confer- 
ence the interests of the Empire de- 
mand that, insofar as practicable, the 
different portions should be connected 
by the best possible means of mail 
commubpication, travel and transpor- 
tation, and that to this end it is advis- 
able that Great Britain should be con- 
nected with Canada, and, through 
Canada, with Australia, and New 
Zealand by the best service available 
within reasonable cost. 
‘‘That, for the purpose of carrying 
the above project into effect such finan- 
vial support as may be necessary 


ada, Australia, and New Zealand in 
equitable proportions.” 

All parties tothe conference agreed 
to the resolution, which embodies the 
unanimous expression of opinion of 
Great Britain, Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand. Mr. Sifton said that 
after discussing the project with pro- 
minent gentiemen in England unoffi- 
cially, he was confident that when 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand 
approached Great Britain with a de- 
finite proposition they would meet with 
-erious sympathetic consideration. 


What Would be Accomplished. 

The All-Red route means a service 
across the Atlantic equal to any in ex- 
istence and an average speed of 24 
knots—the fastest possible’ service 
across Canada.

Mr. Sifton, rarely addre:ses the 
House, but when he does so, his 
speeches are appropriate to the occasion 
and bear the impript of careful study, 
and are prepared*with a regard to ac- 
curacy, and necessary detail which are 
characteristic of his utterances. 

His speech of Friday last on the bud 
get debate was no exception to the rule 
—In a few clearcut sentences he dis 
posed of the Foster fallacies with re- 
spect to the importance of comparative 
figures as to what was the relative rate 
of taxation between 1678 and 1896 
There are matters, said Mr. Sifton, in 
which the country takes only a languid 
interest, and hv intima’ed that it 
would be more to the advantage of the 
country to debate what is being done 
to-day, and what is conteimplated for 
the future. 

Tariff is Satisfactory, 

Alluding to the tariff Mr. Sifton said 
the Government had adopted a tariff 
which has now been in force in Canada 
for a good many years, it was based 
upon certain principles, inaugurated 
under the financial administrat- 
ion of the present Minister of l’inance. 
It was based upon the idea of 4 moder: 
ately protective tariff with certain 
features such as preference and the 
commercial treaties to give elasticity 
to our commercial system. This tariff 
said Mr. Sifton, has been subjected to 
the criticism of the Opposition, but 
there bas been no definite expression of 
opinion or any resolution proposed by 
the Opposititno indicating any fault 
in it, or any suggestion as to anotner 
method of raising the revenue, 

Speaking of financial necessities of 
the future Mr. Sifton did not fear that 
the credit of Canada would suffer from 
the slight strain likely to be put upon 
it. He was not in sympathy with the 
blue ruin ideas of Conservatives, who 
denounced the fiscal arrangements of 
the Government and voted for them 
when put to the test. 

Mr. Sifton, who is always far-seeing 
avd progressive in his ideas, advocated 
the organization of a complete system 
of trade agencies in other countries to 
stimulate the commerce of Canada. 
He thought the trade of Canad» could 
be greatly increased by such means, 


and he favored the training of young: 


men so that they might qualify to en- 
ter the service, and by this meaus Can- 
ada would secure a larger portiou of 
the world’s trade.

Vessels Can be Secured. 


As to the possibility of securing 
boats having the power of the ‘Lusi- 
tania,” but smaller in size, Mr. Sifton 
he had a detinite offer for the construc- 
tion of a vessel of 20,000 tons, equipped 
in every respect as the Lusitania” and 
‘‘Mauretania,” capable of making 24 
knots in ordinary weather, or in point 
of fact a 25-knot boat.

When, however, attempts. are 
made, and they are constantly 
made, to probe into affairs that huve 
not been referred to the committee, 
then such member is asking the com- 
mittee to go beyond its powers.

PARENTS OF MILLIONS. 


India is the Home of the Orange — The 
Trees Are Remarkably 
Fruitul. ' 


At the entrance to the famed Mag- 
nolia Avenue at Riverside, California, 
are to be seen two orahge trees. Above 
all trees these are honored, as the pros- 
perity of a considerable portion of Cali- 
fcrnia is largely due’ to th parent 
trees. From those two marvéllous trees 
were produced di 
the whole of the orange trees in River- 
side, trees which cover some thirty 
acres of groves; in fact, the whol «f 
the Los Angeles district sends away 
ty rail each year 350,000 tons of or- 


¢ 


Riverside owes its existence to or- 
anges. Not much more than a genera- 
ton ago this town was simply the 
baunt of cattic, and even as a grazing 
ground it was poor owing to the ab 
sence of water. A number of progres- 
sive men came along and thought that 
the place could produce oranges, They 
commenced digging irrigation canals 
and planting orange seedlings, but their 
venture was a complete failure. 

At this time, when things were at 
their blackest, one of the planters re- 
ccived a couple of orange trees which 
had been imported from Brazil. These 
trees grew and multiplied to a marvel- 
lous extent. They were without pips 
and of excellent size and quality. 

Buds were taken from these trees and 
grafted on the stock of ordinary orange 
trees grown from seedlings, so that in 
a short time there were a number of 
trees at Riverside which produced the 
seedless orange. 


FIRES TO KEEP THE FRUIT WARM: 


The culture has achieved the propor- 
tions of an exact science. Water chan- 
nels lined with cement are to be found 
ajl over the groves, which are irrigat- 
«i at stated periods the whole year 
round. To such a degree is the culture 
carried that the growers even go so 
fur as to provide warm fires to keep 
the groves at a good temperature when 
the surrounding districts are at freez- 
ing point. 

The fruit is picked during the win- 
ter months mainly by Japanese. The 
produce is taken to the packing house, 
where the oranges ure cleaned. separ- 
ated into various classes, covered with 
tissue-paper wrappers by means of 
marvellous machinery, and packed into 
CuSes, 

The Lbs Angeles neighborhood de- 
spatches 200 truck loads of oranges 
daily throughout the picking season. 

Orange trees are remarkably fruit- 
ful. In fact, a tree 20 feet high, occu- 
pying a space of little more than 12 
feet in diameter, may yield from 3,000 
ts 4.000 oranges in a year. There is 
ene trea in Florida which has frequent- 


'y yielded 10.000 oranges in a single 
season, The tree lives to an age of 
Hu ti 150 vears, and the young are 
kss productive than the old. 

India is the home of the orange, and 
thence it spread into Western Asia and 
Rurepe. It grows in all parls where 
the climale is warm enough. thriving 
best in subtropicul climates. The great 
orang-growing districts of the world, 
however. appear to be Florida, Louisi- 
ana and California. 


AUSTRALIA'S LOST OPPORTUNITY.

The Liquor 
luws make drinks Contauiiag more than 
2 per cent, of aleohal taxable us inloni- 
cunts, but of 4.147 sumiples of lemper- 
ence drinks tested in the lust four yveurs 
1m fewer than 3.008 exceeded the limit. 

In a majority of cases the excess was 
sight, bul in several of the saump!les 
ws much as % per cent. of aleohol wus 
found while in a few 9 and 10 per cent, 
was reveuled. One sample of a tiyvster- 
cus decoction called dandelion stoul con 
tained 12.3 per cent. 

The chief offending drinks were gui 
ger beer and herb beer. Many sumiple- 
af these were found to be as inloxicat. 
ings as claret or hock. while others con- 
tuined us much aleohol as beer, ‘The 
lemperance advocales were startled 1 
earn that a child drinking a pint of 
some of the teelotal beverages canstnes 
more aleshol than is contained in hal: 
a pint of champagne. It admitted 
that the high percentage is accidental.

for the treatmentlof imental diseases, 
was recently accepted by the Couned, 
which passed a resolution of thanks to 
Dr. Maudsley. 

Dr. Maudskey stated in an interview 
that he had offered the madney so that 
Londin might have a hospital which 
could be devoled to three special uses: 

1. The early treatment of insanity 
and mental diseases, fo prevent, if pus- 
sibie. the necessity of sending cases to 
asylums, 

2. Research work into the cause and 
prevention of insanity. 

8. Educational work; a medical schoo! 
fur the training of students in the treat. 
ment of insanity. 

“The hospital will not be an asylum,’ 
said the doctor, “Incurable cases will 
be transferred to one of the county asy- 
ims. Insanity can offen be cured in 
its early stages by special and individu. 
al attention. which cannot be properly 
given in a great asylum with a theu- 
send and mere patients. There will 
only be accommodation for 100 patients 
in the new hospital. so that each case 
can be separately treated. The stigria 
of n lunatic asvium will not. in any 
way. resh upon patients who have been 
in the hespital. It will be simply an 
ordinary hospital where insanity will! 
receive medical attention, just as other 
diseuses ore treated in) general hospi- 
tals. 

“We know now that insanity is caused 
hy toxins, or poisons in the blood. and 
efforts will be made to discover anti- 
loxins for types of insanity.”
